Group I, claim(s) 1-5 and 24-33, drawn to a method of activating HIF-1 mediated gene 
expression in a cell via the administration of a 2-oxoacid. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-10, drawn to a method of inducing hypoxic adaptation in a mammal 
via the administration of a 2-oxoacid. 

Group III, claim(s) 11-15, drawn to a method of promoting tissue neovascularization in a 
mammal via the administration of a 2-oxoacid. 

Group IV, claim(s) 16 and 17, drawn to a method of accelerating the development of 
proper oxygen homeostasis in a fetus via the administration of a 2-oxoacid. 

Group V, claim(s) 18-23, drawn to a method of protecting a mammal against radiation 
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2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no special 
technical feature in the instant claim set. 

Independent instant claim 1 discloses a method for activating HIF-1 mediated 
gene expression in a cell via the administration of a 2-oxoacid. Lu et al. ("Hypoxia- 
inducible Factor 1 Activation by Aerobic Glycolysis Implicates the Warburg Effect 
in Carcinogenesis," 202, Journal of Biological Chemistry, Volume 277, Number 
26, Pages 23111-23115) teach that pyruvate regulates the hypoxia-inducible gene 
expression independently of hypoxia by stimulating the accumulation of hypoxia- 
inducible factor 1 (HIF-1 ). Lu et al. teach the accumulation of HIF-1 under aerobic 
conditions enhances the expression of several HIF-1 activated genes in cancer cells 
(Abstract). Lu et al. anticipates instant claim 1 by teaching that cells treated with 
pyruvate activated HIF-1 mediated gene expression. Therefore, the instant claims do 
not have a special technical feature and thus the claims lack unity. 

Applicant is required to elect a group to be examined on the merits. 
Applicant is advised that to be complete, the reply to this requirement to be
